Referees Hand Out

In à sloppily played game, the 
Red and White pucksters man- 
aged to turn back Lea Carabins 
Z'2 at the Verdun Auditorium 
on Saturday night. Sliowing only 
flaslica of the brilliant playing 
that captured the Thompson 
Trophy, the Redmen twice "had 
to come from behind as the boys 
from the University of Montreal 
dominated the play for minutes 
at a time. Contributing greatly 
to the poor display, was the in- 
efficient handling of the game 
by Fean Bennett and Danny 
Murray. 

The same started fast with the 
line of Sinclair and the Hales domi- 
nating ^e play for the first two 
minutes. A cheap i^alty to Ward 
Pltfield at thé four*ininute marlc 
seemed to take, the spirit out of the 
McGllllans. The same became very 
ragged and at the ten-minute mark» 
Dion slapped In a pass from Pinard 
from about IS feet out. The rest 
of the period was slow except for 
the lut'five' inInutes,rVheh' Otgnae 
was off for his second penalty, and 
the line of Pitfield, Spiller and 
Petit kept the puck in the Carabins' 
end. 

PETIT SCORES 
Before a minute of the second 
period was gone, Joe Petit took a 
pass from Bob Brodrick at the 
centre ice zone, outraced Gignac 
a la Maurice Hlchard, swept in 
front of Mercier and slipped the 
puck in the net. A penalty to Sin- 
clair at the nine-minute mark, and 
the resulting pressure put on by 
Alclde Hebert's boys resulted in 
Pepin slipping the puck past Gell- 
neau on a pass from Gignac. George 
Hale took a pass from brother 
TVmuny with the period three 
quarters gone on the prettiest play 
of the ievening to even the count. 

"With two minutes remaining in 
the period Ward iPitfield was 
slashed across the eye but no pen- 
alty resulted. Seconds later Ernie 
Spiller took a -stick across' the eye 
resulting in the drawing of blood 
and four stitches but again there 
was no penalty handed out on the 
play.

It shows also the 
maintenance of life and the nor- 
mal response to various stimuli in 
the head of, a dog, from which all 
other anatomical parts have been 
most thoroughly removed. The in 
genuity and skill exercised , in 
maintaining artificial circulation of 
blood and supply of oxygen make 
for a fascinating film story. 

"Deadly Females" is from the 
film library of the Zoology De- 
partment and deals with life and 
love In the insect world. The film 
is a clever and Imaginative pres- 
entation of the hazardous life of 
the male In an insect society where 
the female is literally "deadly."

A preliminary informal discus- 
sion of the aims of the Conference 
revealed general agreement as to 
the Importance of holding the Con- 
ference and the need for more sus- 
tained action on student veteran 
problems In the luturc. 

On the question of ihcrcaslng the 
present grants for student veterans, 
Bill Archer. Vice-President of the 
McGill Student Veterans' Society, 
favored helping the "10 or 12 
veterans -we know of at McGill" 
who have financial difficulties

This was 
the only expre'sslon of opinion op- 
posed to callipg for an increase of 
the grants. 

The meeting was -well attended, 
with representatives from the Uni- 
versity of Montreal, Sir George 
Williams, Macflonald College, Loy- 
ola College, The Art Association of 
Montreal, Dawson College, McGlll 
University, and V.R.C., one of the 
many vocational training schools in 
Montreal.

5. Scholarships: Information 
should be available to all students 
concerning Canadian and foreign 
scholarshlpj and every effort made 
towards increasing their number. 

6. Attention to the student hous 
ing problem generally, especially 
with reference to transportation 
and recreation facilities at the Pe 
terson Residence.

crease in the grant would be con- 
sidered. , 

The meeting cannot be held 
without a turn out of fifty per cent, 
of the membership, and the execu- 
tive have requested that every 
member should make a determined 
effort to be present on this occa- 
sion. , If/ a quorum l.i not In at- 
tendance, the executive of the 
Vets' Society will make special ar- 
rangements to provide for the nom- 
ination and election of delegates to 

the Conference.

students, I believe, are pretty 
cynical about election platforms. 
Grandiose and tinfiiifiUed promises 
have disillusioned voters and low- 
ered the prestige of student gov- 
ernment. I believe that the primary 
function of a representative is to 
work for the immediate and prac- 
tical interests of his faculty; natur- 
ally these will change from time to 
time, but five points need imme- 
diate attention: 

1) Students want women cheer- 
leaders, and; <; since mId-Victorlan 
prudery In certain qiiariera Is' ap- 
parently the only obstacle, forceful 
action should be taken by the 
Council to achieve this objective. 

2) The present move to clean~up 
the Athletics office should be 
strongly supported. It is in the in 
terest of better athletics that stu- 
dents have a larger control over 
policy. An immediate effort should 
be made to integrate McGill— baw< 
son athletics with a view to Daw 
seniles playing . on intercollegiate 
teams. " • 

3) Housing remains and will re- 
main the number one college prob- 
lem of veterans and non-veterans 
alike. Instead of relying on the 
efforts of campus groups the Coun- 
cil should assume ° its obvious 
responsibilities and work to set up 
a joint committee of students, uni- 
versity authorities and graduates to 
study and ACTrOnithis question. 

4) An adequate system of check- 
ing or group insurance -should be 
instituted immedlately^to deal with 
the current crime wave In the 
Union. 

5) The present rulings on girls 
entering and leaving the • Arts 

Building should ' be investigated, 
with' a view to eliminating what 
must appear to many students as 
deliberate discrimination and rude- 
ness to co-eds. . . • 

I fully realize the llmltaUons of 
any one member ■ of the Council, 
and therefore, even if elected I 
cannot promise to implement every 
one of the above points. They are 
listed to indicate the type of prob-

McGill Student Jailed for 
Distributing Rose Pamphlet 



One McGill. student is under ar- 
rest and other arr%sta are expected 
today in connection with the con- 
fiscation of copies of a leaflet en- 
titled "The Defence of Fred Rose", 
by the Montreal Police's anti-sub- 
versive squad last night The 
pamphlet is claimed to be a direct 
attack ' on the government and on 
the Ri^al , Commission on, Espion- 
agt.'. - : '• 

Following a series of raids 
throughout the city yesterday, Mc- 
Gill student Simon Malamed, 5115 
Esplanade.Avenue, was urested by 
the Montreal police départaient for 
allegedly distributing the first cop- 
ies ôt the leaflet, and several sim- 
ultaneous raids were made on 
homes of organisers of the Labor 
Progressive - Party. 
■ Malamed, -n^o wu held without 
bail, will appear today in Criminal 
Court on a charge of seditious libel 
under Article 134 of the Criminal 
Code, an accusation slnpilar to that 
laid against Witnesses of Jehovah 
found distributing the leaflet "Que- 
bec's Burning Hate." 

Picked up on St. Urbain Street 
in the middle of the afternoon u 



he allegedly .went from door to 
door giving away "The Defense of 
Fred Rose," Malamed is clabned to 
have been also asking for signa- 
tures for a new petition to have 
the local MP freed on bail pending 
hearing of his conviction. 

Booked at No. 4 FoUee' Station, ha 
was refused'^bair and vlitora 'pend- 
ing his transfer tb detective head- 
quarters for further questioning and 
identification. Chief Crown Prose- 
cuter OKar Oagnon, KC, who had 
carefully studied ^the text of rrbe 
Defense Of Fted -Rose", was con- 
sulted by detectives before they 
laid the serious charge of seditious 
libel against the 22-year-oId student.

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Where Do We Stand? 

•Where do we, the college sludcntg, stand on 
the question of the repression of a minor relig- 
ious group? There are serious undertones toiiHè 
apparently unimportant events now oecurring'in 
this city. 

AVhal arc the fac'ts? Members of a religious 
Eeol known as Jehovah's Witnesses have been 
arrested while altcmpling to sell pamphlcts^d 
tracts expressing their beliefs and opinions. They 
have been charged with a number of minor of- 
fenses, many have been required to post exorbi- 
tant bail, or refused bail, and, have generally 
been treated in a manner contrary to the tenets 
of British justice. 

Where does thai leave us? Wc as college stu- 
dents are members of a minority. Any unwar- 
ranted attack, and deprivation of rights directed 
against any niinority is directed against us. 
There is no person in Canada today who is not 
a member of | minority. The English in Quebec 
arc in the minority. The French in Canada as 
a whole are outnumbered. No group even ap- 
proaches being a majority of the entire popu- 
lation. The lesson of Germany, so recently* de- 
fèàted, proves that the minority which allows a 
smaller group (o be trampled on will be smashed 
in its turn. This is not scare-mongcring nor fan- 
tasy, but fact within the' niemory of the young- 
est freshman. 

Universities have long*upheld the tradition of 
being constantly in the forefront of all battles 
for liberty of human thought. It is a tradition 
to be proud of and to be maintained. One year 
ago the students of this university at a general 
meeting of the Students' Society pas'sed resolu- 
tions supporting Argentine students whq were 
then under armed siege by a dictatorial govern- 
ment. Many of us wondered at that time how 
we and our acquaintances would react to a sim- 
ilar situation should it arise here at home. Let 
us hope wo never have to find out. There are no 
brown-shirted storm troopers silting in our class- 
rooms to supervise the lectures of our professors. 
The departments of letters arc still free to say 
what they will. There is no baij on Socrates. 

This is bigger than a few doien members of a 
small sect or the rights of one business man. It 
affeota everyone who refuses to have his thoughts 
delivered to him by authority sealed in air-tight 
cans. 

A committee has been set up on the campus 
to steer the way for actiim against the high- 
handed action. of Mr. Duplcssis in thb instance. 
We, as university students, must indicate our 
dislike of such undemocratic tactics by protesting 
^ the city and to the Provincial government. 
But only if we are united and wholehearted in 
our disapproval can our voice be heard. —A. K.

Religion and Liberty 
1 The Growth of Belief 

The origin of man's search for faith is lost in pre- 
history. Even the most primitive tribes' of Polynesia 
and central Australia know some concept of the 
supernatural, the sacred, and the spiritual. Since 
each tribe exists apart from the others, its religion 
is almost exclusively a tribal matter. Nevertheless, 
the. beliefs of different groups arc surprisingly 
similar. This similarity leads to the theory that more 
advanced soclelles, when at an equivalent cultural 
level, held essentially the same beliefs. 

Early society was limited by the capacity of human 
memorleB.^.';The development of the art of writing 
made thé accumulation ot knowledge easier. Parallel- 
ing the growth of learning was the growth of religious 
ideas. Where once there had been uniformity, a 
diversity began to appear. These differences caused 
alliances between groups holding the same beliefs, 
and so religion ceased to be the affair of a single 
tribe. 

It is neither possible nor desirable to trace the 
development of the great religions. Some, such as 
Buddhism and Confuscianlsm, make no claim to be 
anything other than the products of the intellect. 
Others, of which Christianity and Mohammedism are 
the best known, claim a divine revelation. AU have 
only a short history compared to the time man has 
inhabited this sphere. Each has displaced some pre- 
vious belief. ' Although most minorities, are doomed 
to failure, every religious and political idea with 
any following today Is the result of a minority 
having prevailed. 

If, Demoeraey and Religion. 

It is pertinent now to go into the matter of the 
relatfons between the state and religion in a demo- 
cracy. To do this we must make clear the democratic 
^concept. The obvious requirement of a democratic 
state is periodic elections. This alone, however, Is 
not sufficient; it might mean only that the people 
have their choice of autocrats. The distinguishing 
feature of the democratic state is that minoriUcs 
have the right to exist, and even to grow, Vovided 
only that they do so' through a process of peaceful 
persuasion. 

In the past religious groups have often been denied 
freedom of cvangeli.^m and assembly. Many groups 
have nevertheless taken the liberty that was denied 
them and converted others lo their beliefs. The 
growth of the higher religious beliefs hai -been' 
accomplished against opposition. History Is little 
more than the record of the origin and growth of 
higher concepts, both religious and political. Its 
lessons are three: the futility of opposing change: 
the Injustice frequently done to those who are ahead 
of their time; and the loss, through a retarded 
growth in religion and poUUci to the miss of the 
people thtniMlves. • • 

in On^nraadom 

Freedom It meaningless If It is only the freedom 
to be right; the power to deny permission to one 
group is the power to compel submission to another. 
A man's reUtion to hls Qod'ls his personal affair. 
We cannot abdicate bur responsiblllUes in. deciding, 
each for hImseU, how he shall worship God. SlmlÙrly, 
we cannot tolerate the abrogaUon of this right. 

To 'argue against religious persecution on the 
grounds that every group is somewhere a minority 
is to argue logically, but auch a defense Is hardly 
on. the ethical level of the Golden Rule. Freedom 
of worship is important to the religious person for 
lU own sake.- But even the non-religlous finds It 
no less essential. Freedom of speech, or freedom from 
fear, are hardly compatible with a system that, denies 
religious freedom, and It is a shallow idea of want 
that finds only physical needs to satisfy. The free- 
dom of man's conscience is primary to aiiy liberty 
he may enjoy.

FRANK RONCARELLI

Frank Roncarelli is not only the 
proprietor of Roncarelli's Restau- 
rant and the Quaff-Quaff. - He has 
also become the storm-entre of the 
fight for civil liberties In the Prov- 
ince ot Quebec. This transforma- 
tion, was accomplished quite effort- 
less' when' the Provincial Attorney- 
General, Maurice Dupleasis, decid- 
ed to revoke Mr. Roncarelli's liquor 
license because the holder had. on 
many occasions , posted bail for 
members of the Jehbvàh's. Witness 
sect, 

Frank Roncarelli was. in his 
youth, a partial student at McGill 
University, Although he studied 
law, it was international highway 
oonstruction that finally claimed

him. His work in Europe took him 
to Italy in the middle of Musso- 
lini's rule. Before long Roncarelli 
was himself favouring fascism. 

Why did Frank Roncarelli be- 
come a fascist? 'The answer to this 
query Is, necessary to our under- 
standing of .Mr. Roncarelli, and It 
also has unsual pertinence due to 
the fact that the provincial premier, 
has excused his actions against the 
Jehovah's Witnesses with the state- 
ment that he. would not .tolerate 
Communism or '. atheism. Frank 



Roncarelli became a fascist because 
of his strong religious beliefs, and 
because the fascists were the. only 
people then combatting the athe- 
istic system of Communist Russia. 

It was these same' strong relig- 
ious beliefs, the product of his 
childhood training and his own 
studies In the Bible, that eventual- 
ly caused his break with fascism. 
Mussolini declared himself to be 
sent from God, a claim echoed by 
many :of> the Italian clergy. These 
statements 'conflicted with Ron- 
carelll's teaching and beliefs. The 
result was his leaving the fascist 
fold, and hi* atjpearancc in a court- 
room in Milan on December 2.1rd, 
1935, where he made a public state- 
ment showing that he was no 
longer in sympathy with the 
fascist movement. Hq was accord- 
ingly thrown out of Italy for, as he 
puts It. his Christian beliefs. 

Mr. Roncarelli, I am convinced. 
Is completely sincere In his beliefs. 
He is. however, neither a fanatic 
nor a bigot. 

He is entirely affable, and in no 
way forces his opinions on others. 
His insistence is on matters In 
which more of us can agree. 

"The British Empire." Mr. Ron- 
carelli said, "is founded on free- 
dom and the Bible." Hardly the 
words of a person engaged In the 
provocation of justice or the en- 
couragement of sedition! 

Mr. Roncarelli intends to con- 
tinue operating his restaurant at 
142S Crescent street for, as he said, 
people appreciate good food as 
much as they do good drinks. He 
also expressed his confidence that 
Mr. Duplessls wilt return the liquor 
licence when he realizes that Ron- 
carelli has done nothing illegal In 
what he calls his "fight for free- 
dom and for the rights of everyone 
to worship God according to the 
dictates of his conscience." 




The Facts 
OfTheCase 



The following is a summary of 
facU and Incidents pertaining lo 
the attack of Premier Duplessls on 
the Jehovah Witnesses prepared by 
the temporary ' McGill Committee 
of q^vll and Rellglou.i Liberties. 

1) There Is a by-law in this city 
requiring a licence before It is 
legal to distribute circulars. This 
law in itself must be rctiarded lo 
a certain extent as violating demo- 
cratic rights to expression and as- 
sembly. 

2) It has been the custom in 
many cases not lo grant the neces- 
sary licences to the Jehovah's Wit- 
nesses which is clearly an attitude 
of discrimination. 

3) Under these circumstances the 
Witnesses have in many cases dis- 
tributed their pahiphlcU without a 
licence and. have been arrested for 
infringement of a by-law. The Re- 
corders Courts have demanded ex- 
traordinary bail often $800.00 in 
properly or JSOO.OO In cash and in 

ither cases Witnesses have been 
lept in jail for several days before 
they were even permitted to ap- 
peal for bail. • 

4) Mr. Duplessls -is following a 
well known precedent of his by 
branding the sect as illegal and 
seditloiu. in the first place the 
infraction of a city by-law can 
lead the individual concerned to 
be judged guilty by the court but 
this in no way makes the group 
of which he or, she is' a member 
illegal. Secondly only ' the courts 
and not Mr. Duplessii can judge 
ivhether a piece of literature is je- 
iitious. 

5) In fairness there is no sense 
n overlooking the fact that certain 
of the pamphlets published by the 
witnesses are of an inflammatory 

ature. It Is a right to practise one's 
own religion but the line is dilfi- 
cull to draw as to how much one 
can slander another. However, we, 
in a democratic society, believe that 
In the long run we lead a fuller 
more progressive life by permitting 
a perfectly free play of ideas 
(within a certain defined legal 
framework. Including laws of slan- 
der etc.). The dividing line between 
liberty and license is very narrow 
and not only Mr. Duplessls' state- 
ments but his actions have indi- 
cated that he has generalized a few 
particular violations, or what he 
considers violations, into a general 
attack upon the freedom of this 
whole group. 

6) The Roncarelli incident prob- 
ably has crystallized for the public 
the very dangerous scope of this 
whole campaign, Mr. Duplessis has 
given as his excuse for taking away 
Mr. Roncarelli's licence the reason 
that Roncarelli was using funds 
gained from a govemmeijt privilege 
(his^Heence)^Jo^auppoii^ 



The Quebec Provincial Govern- 
ment is now carrying out tactics 
worthy of a totalitarian regime in 
prosecuting, the Witnesses of Jeho- 
vah sect. The Premier has accused 
the Witnesses of participating in 
seditious activity, comparing them 
to Nazis and Communists. If I were 
a Jehovah's Witness I would vehe- 
mently object to such a libellous 
campaign. 

I have read the pamphlet "Que- 
ber's Burning Hate" which is, to 
say the least, in poor taste. Does 
the publication and distribution of 
an article criticizing the Roman 
Catholic Church and the Union 
Nationale government justify pro- 
secution? NO, not where British 
justice prevails! 

' The Quebec Government has al- 
ways denied domination by or ex- 
cessive affiliation with the clergy 
—but its continued activity against 
Communists and such groups as 
the Jehovah's W'itnesses gives the 
lie to these assertions. If Mr. Du- 
plessis obtains a judgement against 
the Witnesses a dangerous prece- 
dent may be set. 

An example of the prejudice 
shown against the J.W.'s U the 
cancellation of cafe-owner Frank 
Roncarelli's liquor permit by the 
Provincial authori^tiès. Mr. Ronca- 
relli has furnished^ bond for most 
of the accused Witnesses and his 
given a good deal of support to the 
movement. Court action is not 
being taken against Mr. Roncarelli, 
and if'«tbe license has been can- 
celled (or violation of the liquor 
laws It seems a remarkable coinci- 
dence that the police should choose 
this, of all finies, to cancel the 
permit. 

I am neither , a Witness of Jeho- 
vah nor a Communist, but I object 
to the abrogaUon of the rights of 
these and similar antagoniitic or- 
ganizations unless and/or until It 
can be proved that such groups are 
operating contrary to the best In- 
terests nf the public by treasonous 
or truly serlHious acls -and not acte 
which prove' embarrassing or an- 
noying lo the Roman Catholic reli- 
gion, the Union Nationale Party or 
any other such organization.

thwe words Mr. Duplessis, Prem- 
ier of our province, made a deci- 
sion yesterday which is of concern 
to all those who value the liberty 
of the Individual «nd our democra- 
tic way of life. - . 

That anybody should be perse- 
cuted in this way for the sole rea- 
son that his way of worshipping 
God is contrary to that of the Pre- 
mier's is a warning to us all that 
freedom needs to be defended, not 
only on the battlefields of the con- 
tinents, but also in our own coun- 
try and province. 

If the witnesses of Jehovah are 
seditious criminals, it Is up to the 
criminal law of the country to so 
rule. If their literature Is libel- 
lous, it 1» up to the courts, upon 
trial, lo prosecute them. But that 
a citizen should be put out of busi- 
ness by the government, without 
trial, for thé simple reason that he 
supports a certain religious sect, is 
a procedure void of any ethical or 
constitutional justification. 

One can only surmise from this 
action that the Witnesses : of Jeho- 
vah are being used as a Mapegoat 
for personal entrenchment of 
power, in a manner not too tinlike, 
one is forced to remarie; the use 
of the Jews as a scapegoat in a 
country we fought and defeated. 
The dangers involved in such a 
trend are only too obvious. 
. <5ne might also glance at the poli- 
tical implicationg across Canada of 
this action. Can we not Imagine our 
Toronto imperialists saying: "If 
this is the way our French-speak- 
ing compatriots treat their minori- 
ties, we must at all costs prevent 
their influence from spreading and 
population from increasing, lest we 
ourselves become the victim of 
such treatment?" I do not for a mo- 
ment believe that this action has

A new party will enter the House 
at Wednesdayls. Model Parliament 
which is scheduled lor 8 p.m. in 
the Union Ballrom. University of 
Montreal students have been Invit- 
ed to come and. form the official 
Opposition at this Parliament, and 
their party will attack the Liberal 
resolution on the grounds that it is 
a menace to Provincial Autonomy. 

The four political clubs at 
McGjll, through the steering com- 
mittee, issued this invitation not 
only to hear a French - Canadian 
viewpoint on the Dominion Provins 
cial question, but also to give 
Carabins and McGill students . a 
chance to get to know each other. 

The two main points in the Lib- 
eral Government resolution are In- 
creased Dominion taxing powers 
and a compensatory fiscal policy 
to control the fluctuations of the 
business' cycle. An official amend 
ment has beenjmtered by the Pro- 
gressive Contervitlves, attacking 
the coercive policy of the Govern 
ment and recommending a Domin- 
ion Provincial agreement on a "give 
ahd take", basis, turning certain 
taxes completely over to the prov 
inces. • 

The C.C.F. are expected to attack 
the Resolution on its fiscal policy, 
and they are generally understood 
to be In favor of the first part of 
the bill. 

Tha L.P.P. have staled that they 
consider the Liberal fiscal proper 
als an admisslbn that under capital- 
ism, depressions are inevitable. 

The Parliament- will follow . the 
example, of the Dominion Parlia' 
ment using Canada's two official 
languages and employing a biling- 
ual Speaker. 

P.C. AMENDMENT 
The following amendment has 
been proposed to the Liberal Bill 
That the following be added ai 
clause four: 

That a Dominion Provincial Con- 
ference shall be called at once, and 
the Federal Government be pre 
pared to negotiate an effective 
agreement with all the provinces 
on a "give and Uke" basis, with 
out applying a policy of .coercion 
or compulsion, and that the agree- 
ment must be subject to revision 
at the end of each five years 
period, and that duplicate taxation 
be avoided by giying the provinces 
the sole right of tax collection in 
the fields of gasoline, electricity, 
amusement, stock transfers, and 
pari-mutuel taxes.
